al Development.” 

“The gear was being 
shipped free,” he added, “to a 
number of foreign govern- 
ments all over the world.” 

But he said that, after such 
shipments had been called to 
the attention of the AID Ad- j 
ministrator, purchases were ' 
ordered halted Feb. 11. |
